In fact, the voyage-as ex- 


pected to consume, at toast, a .week. 


Four tugs will .be required tor the 


towtog of the 
dock and, 
powerful 


tugs, at that. In. order that the dock 
•may tow onore easily, a "nose1' will 
be built -upon it, Tviiich will cut the 
water and make it possible for it 
to move in the right direction. With- 
out this "nose", iwjhile it might .not be 
(impossible to tow the ]iulk to Boston, 
it .wouldi 'be -very diinlcult.

into .possesson oT it on, April 15, their 
"bid, 136,291.85, -being the highest of- 
fered. 
Since then, so far as known, 


they ihad made np jnovo toward diis- 
ix>sing of their 'purchase until Mon- 
day and a. rumor .gained eimrla'tl'on 
that they iwould forfeit ibhe sum of 
'$7,000 deposited by theun, to-'bind1 the 
sale. 
It now appears that 
they 


never had1 any intention' of abandon- 
tog their (purchase.

feet wide in the narrowest 
place. 


Ma\ Butter estimates that it contains 
14G tons of .copper sheathing, 
nails 


and fastenings, GOO tons of iron and 


not far from 1,000,000 feet oC lumber. 
After at lias been torn to pieces and 
everything considered, on value sc- 
oured, there 
wUL undoubtedly1 be 


enough (wood left for an immense 
bonfire. 
, The dock was completed: in 1851 
after two years' oE work, during 
which .time about 600 mien were con- 
stantly employed. It was remodeled 
about seven years ago.

Experiment to Show That Relief Ef- 


fect May Be Obtained With One 


! 
Eye. 


In'a stereoscopic view two photo- 


graphs, taken' from two points not 
very far* distant from or.e another, 
five the effect of reltef when Viewed 
through the instrument. It is com- 
monly believed that this fact proves 
the necessity of binocular vision to ob- 
tain a relief, effect. The following ex-, 
perimont shows that the same percep- 
tion can be had with the use of one 
eye only and with a flat drawing, if 
the eye is deceived by some artifice 
which it is not educated to recognize 
as such. 


Take a piece o f , pasteboard, and 


with a pin make a hole in it. Bring 
the ptnhole quite close to the eye, and 
through it. look at the accompanying 
figure. 
The figure should be in full 


light, and at: a distance from the pin-, 
hole not over one inch.

dinary 
circumstances,

would be blurred with the figure so 
uncomfortably near the eye; but the

pinhole acts as a diaphragm, which de- 
creases several of the defects of a 
short-focus lens, and the figure will 
remain distinct—not only distinct, but 
also changed in appearance. The cen- 
tral white disk will seem to bulge out 
of the black field as if it were a 0911- 
vex hemisphere. 
The perception of 


relief in that case is immediate, and 
as strong as it could bo obtained with 
the stereoscope. 


The illusion is partly the result of 


the abnormal curvature of the focal 
surface, the crystalline lens of the eye 
noting as a very short-focus lens in 
such a case. The lines drawn on (.he 
white disk and on the black field help 
to deceive the eye. 
Their crowding 


together near the edges of the disk 
causes them to resemble great circles 
drawn upon a sphere. 
Moreover, the 


eye is not free from distortion. If a 
few parallel lines running close to- 
gether are looked at through a pin- 
hole at a very small distance, they ap- 
pear as if they were bent inward on 
the margin of the image. On the white 
disk the lines have been curved the 
way distortion would bend straight 
lines if they were brought close to the 
eye. 
On the black field white lines 


have been drawn so as to appear nearly 
straight in spite of the barrel-shaped 
distortion, which is the result of the 
position of the diaphragm before the 
eye when the crystalline lens assumes 
its greater convexity. The fact that 
the lines on the disk seem to be 
strongly distorted, while those on the 
field do not, probably causes the eye 
to underestimate tlie distance of the 
disk and to overestimate that of the 
Held. 


At any rate the illusion is much less 


.striking if the lines be omitted. 


And, continues Scientific American, 


if it be made with a black disk on a 
white field, every other feature of Iho 
experiment remaining unchanged, it 
again becomes evident that the cifcct 
of relief is not so easily perceived. Ir- 
radiation, which causes a luminous o!i- 
joct to appear larger and nearer than 
a dark one, has a share in the produc- 
tion of the illusion.

Cock A must be so arranged 


that it cannot bo' closed more than 
two-thirds, says a correspondent of 
Domestic Engineering, else if cock B 
and cock A are inadvertently closed 
tight at tho same time there would be 
danger of the waterback exploding. 
The operation would be as follows: 
By partly closing cock A any desired 
amount of the hot water could be 
forced through radiator, and by this 
means radiator could be kept up to

the boiling point if desired, while boil- 
er was anywhere from 100 to 120 or at 
any desired heat.

BIN. 


What the Coal Supply of the United 


States Amounts To. 


The government's coal expert, Mr. 


Edward W. Parker, is quoted in the 
Review of Reviev/s as showing that 
If the coal areas of the United States 
are simply spread out in a layer six 
am! one-half .feet thick; which he con- 
siders a 'fair average, we should ob- 
tain 7.000 tons of coal per acre, after 
leaving enough coal underground to 
support the roof. 


Our 400,000 square milf.-s of coal tor- 
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Story Told in Picture, 


rltory at this rate would give up a 
supply of 1,500,000,000,000 tons in all. 
We used up 303,000,000 tons of coal in 
1905, 
and 425,000,000 tons last year. In 


all wo have used, so far, 0,000,000,000 
tons—that is, wo have worked out a 
little less than a million acres of coal 
up to the end of 190H. . 


Of course, ;it tho rate of production 


during tho last year or two. our coal 
supply would last (as nearly as we 
can estimate) between -1,000 and 5,000 
years. From this it eloes not look as 
if there is any Immediate danger of 
exhaustion, but the inconsistencies of 
statistics may bo recognized when we 
grasp the fact that this is an entirely 
falso point of view, in not considering 
the rate of interest which we must ex- 
pect. 


We produced as much coal in the 


last ten years as In all of tlie previous 
yuars since the United States has 
been a nation, 


The entire coal product has doubled 


every ton years. 


Now, 
if that rate of increase were 


to continue, the total supply would bo 
exhausted in the next century. Wo do 
not know that that enormous rate of 
Increase will continue, hut we do not 
know that it will not. 


Even at tlie present into of produc- 


tion the anthracite areas of Pennsyl- 
vania will be exhausted in the next 75 
or 100 years.

NEW "WICK" FOR ARC-LAMPS. 


Magnetic Iron Ore Found to B; Good 


, Substitute 'for Carbon. 
i 


In the search for a lamp that shall 


have the ctliciuncy of the new "flam- 
ing" arc or "Hume-carbon" lamps, vlth- 
out their color, which some people 
consider objectionable. It has beeu 
discovered that magnetic iron ore, or 
"magnetite," is a desirable substitute 
for carbon, being incombustible at ail 
temperatures. 
It Is as good a conduc- 


tor as carbon and gives a white aro 
of high brilliancy. Says J. L. Hyden, 
writing on the subject in Cass'ler'3 
Magazine: 


"In tblSj new 'arc-lamp steadiness 


and white feolor of the light are com- 
bined with a high cflieiency and long 
life of tlie electrodes. 
If. was found 


that the arc llame which carries the 
current is fed by the negative ter- 
minal only, it shoots out from this 
terminal almost, in the form of a blast 
flame. The positive terminal takes no 
part in the production of tho arc 
flame, and Its material is, therefore, 
unessential. It Is necessary only that 
the positive does not get so hot as to 
burn or melt olT. To avoid this, tha 
positive is made- large and of a iwetal 
which is a good conductor of bent, 
thus carrying away the heat. 
: "For the negative electrode, mag- 
netite alone can be used. 
But while 


giving more lisht than carbon, for the 
stimo power, pure magnetite is not so
